The party leaders, after con­ 
ferring late last night and early 
this morning, decided upon Cur­ 
tis as a special gesture 
to the 
farm belt which has fared none 
too well in this convention. 
From Alabama down to Mich­ 
igan, one after another 
of the 
states in the

roll call 
cast their votes solidly for Cur­ 
tis. A break came when Minne­ 
sota was reached: The Minneso­

votes and vice president Charles 
G. Dawes 3.

Hoover was 763 votes 
ahead of his nearest opponent— 
none of whom 
received 
even 
near a hundred votes 
in 
the 
convention. 
Presiednt Coolidge 
received 17 votes. 
It was as decisive a victory as 
a convention could give, and the 
decision was 
made 
after 
the 
most searching kind 
of 
cam ­ 
paign 
during 
which Hoover’s 
life record was scrutinized very 
closely by hostile eyes. 
The tribute of the ballot itself 
was preceded 
by

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WHAT A LITTLE WIRE DOES 
An ordinary little teleph one wire probably 
gets little recognition from th e public, but it 
sh ould be ranked well toward th e top of mod­ 
ern day ach iev ements, because it play s such an 
im portant part in our ev ery day life. 
W h at would our civ ilization oc today , if it 
were not for th e net work of wires th at connect 
our h omes, our towns and cities, and now ev en 
connect our continents? 
In th e 
office of Th e Daily 
Republican is 
m aintained a printer-telegraph mach ine wh ich 
operates ov er th ese small wires. Wh ile th e op­ 
eration of sending messages ov er a wire is won­ 
derful, y et wh en one considers th at th is same 
wire serv es oth er purposes at th e same time, 
with out any confusion, it only adds th at much 
more to th e wondcrfulness of th e little uses of 
th e wires. 
During th e Republican conv ention T h urs­ 
day , th e two printer telegraph mach ines in th is 
office were placed in use, both printing entirely 
different news items at th e same time, and each 
mach ine using th e same wire. 
T h at is re­ 
markable to th ink th at one wire could be used 
for sending different messages at th e same time, 
but wh ile th at was being done, th is same wire 
was also being used by th e general public in 
talking ov er it 
between h ero and th e 
outside 
world, and th e 
Western Union telegraph 
m a­ 
ch ines were ticking away priv ate messages, all 
at th e same time. 
One little wire h as a great responsibility , 
and few people realize th at it can be used by so 
many at th e same time, with out any interfer­ 
ence. 
Few people also realize w h at an ex pense 
it is to m aintain such serv ice, and newspapers 
are placed to a big ex pense in keeping news com­ 
ing into th eir offices for eigh t h ours a day . 
Wh en th e av erage person uses a teleph one 
for long distance serv ice, th e th ree m inute limit 
is generally followed. W h at would th e ordinary 
person do, if 
th ey h ad to pay for a toll 
th at 
would req uire all day ? 


THEIR SERVICE WILL SURVIVE 
A few weeks ago two men were seated 
011 a 
bench , apd th ey ch atted ov er v arious ph ases of 
affairs in th is life, th inking little of w h at to ­ 
morrow migh t bring. 
Th ose two men died th is week with in a few 
h ours of each oth er, and th e community lost two 
worth wh ile citizens. 
Dan Spivey , county assess­ 
or, and Joe Williamson, fire ch ief, freq uently 
v isited with each oth er at th e fire station, and 
ch atted ov er th e many th ings in life. 


Th ese men will be missed in th eir respectiv e 
places in th is 
community . 
Th eir 
places, of 
course, will be filled with com petent men, able 
to carry on, but each of Th em will long be re­ 
membered as h av ing serv ed th eir public well. 
No finer m onum ent can be erected in th eir 
memory th an th at of serv ice. 
Each died wh ile 
in office. 
Th e strain of th e assessing period, 
combined with th at of th e board of Review work, 
no doubt aided in th e untimely death of Mr. 
Spivey . 
Th e stubborn will to keep going and stay ­ 
ing on th e job, h ad much to do with th e passing 
of Mr. Williamson, wh o was constantly at th e 
fire station and dev oted in h is work. “ His v iew­ 
point, as ex pressed time and time again, prob­ 
ably ch aracterized h is death , more th an any ­ 


th ing else, as h e was a staunch adv ocate th at 
wh atev er is to be, v/ill be. 
If h e could speak 
today , h e would no doubt say “th a t it was to be.” 


THE BOY AND GIRL PROBLEM 
Hav e parents been concentrating on th e so- 
called boy problem to th e ex clusion of th e girl? 
Once upon a time ev ery one accepted as fact 
th a t th e boy was a problem, until someone sug­ 
gested th at h e was not a problem, but an oppor­ 
tunity — a ch ance to improv e th e manh ood of 
th e nex t generation. 
Countless organizations far and near h av e 
been dev oting th eir best efforts to dev elop bet­ 
ter boy s, but th ere are still bad boy s, and alway s 
will be. 
And now people arc beginning to recognize 
th at th ere is as much a girl problem as th ere ev er 
was a boy problem. 
Prejudiced minds h av e been accustomed to 
condemning boy s with out trial, to deciding in 
adv ance th a t wh en any evil misch ief was done, 
some boy was to blame. 
In sum, all boy s were 
judged with th e worst as a standard. 
Very much th e same th ing h as brough t about 
th e present-day 
idea 
th at girls, 
too, offer a 
problem. 
Some girls h av e done indiscreet th ings th at, 
measured by th e social standards of anoth er day , 
appear to be bad. 


Ev il-minded persons 
h av e repeated ch ance 
stories h eard about girls and h y pocritical gos- 
sipers h av e 
v illianously enlarged 
upon th em. 
Th is is not to say th ere are no bad girls. 
But th e daugh ters of today are no worse 
th an th eir moth ers were. 
Th ey are th e pro­ 
duct of modern civ ilization. 
Th ey will h av e to 
be accepted as th ey are, but th ey are not h alf as 
bad as th ey are pictured. 
As long as h um an nature continues to run 
true to form, th ere will be bad girls and boy s, 
bui th ere is no doubt th at improv ement, wh ich 
is controlled to some ex tent by parents, will re­ 
duce th e number. 
However, th e elements of birth , and inh er­ 
ited instincts still influence lives, and th ey are 
bey ond control of society , because th e law h as 
not y et restricted 
th e righ t to give 
birth to 
ch ildren. 
o —

ASHINGTON— Thanks to the 
Senate and thé Federal Trade

A break came when Minne- 
sota was reached: The Minneso- 
tans split, Curtis receiving 24 
votes and vice president Charles 
G. Dawes 3. 


The total vote: 
Curtis 1,052. 
Ekern 19. 
Dawes 13. 
McNider 2. 
Not voting 3. 
The nomination then was 


made unanimous. 


After all the routine resolu- 


tions had been adopted, Curtis 
was introduced to the conven- 
tion by Moses. 


-I have the honor of present- 


ing the leader of the Republican 
majority in the senate and the 
next vice president of the Unit- 
ed States," Moses said. 


Curtis expressed his thanks 


for the honor conferred on him 
and his state. 


He said he had come here a

Hoover was 763 votes 
ahead of his nearest opponent— 
none of whom received even 
near a hundred votes in the 
convention. Presiednt Coolidge 
received 17 votes. 


It was as decisive a victory as 


a convention could give, and the 
decision was made after 
the 


most searching kind of cam- 
paign 
during which Hoover's 


life record was scrutinized very 
closely by hostile eyes. 


The tribute of the ballot itself 


was preceded by two others. 
Twice while he was being placed 
in nomination, the convention 
engaged in enthusiastic demon- 
strations, the first lasting 25 
minutes and the second some- 
what less. Both had the sup-

ated its own ships and ran the 
industries of the nation to pro- 
duce food. Special 
attention 


was given to feeding children. 
Five million persons at one 
time were wholly dependent on 
Hoover's 'organization for nec- 
essities. 


Hoover was appointed 
u. S. 


food administrator by President 
Wilson soon after this nation 
entered,the war. He organized 
all America to restrict consump- 
tion and expand production to 
provide food for export to 
the 


soldiers and to the allied coun- 
tries. He helped create the U. 
S. 
Grain 
Corporation 
and 


through it exported the huge 
American crops under controll- 
ed prices, and the Sugar Equal- 
ization Board, which purchased 
the entire Cuban crop. Organ- 
izations under him purchased 
and sold more than $9,000,000,- 
000 in foodstuffs. 


Hoover also took part in the 


War Trade Board regulation of 
exports and imports. He was 
chairman of the 
Inter-Allied 


Food Council and a member of 
President's War Council. After 
the armistice he took on new 
duties—feeding 
the 
destitute 


people and providing other re- 
lief for many allied and German 
nations in Central and Eastern 
Europe. 
Food 
administration 


was established in 23 countries. 


In 1919 Hoover returned 
to 


California, when he soon was 
called on for another campaign, 
to care for starving European 
children.* His attention 
next 


was directed to the 1921 Russian 
amine, and a tremendous food 
distribution and disease-fighting 
organization was set up with the 
aid of American money. 


Hoover was appointed Secre- 


.ary of Commerce by President 
larding in 1921, and he took of- 
ice March 5. 


As secretary, he has become 


known as the man who does al- 
most everything in the govern- 
ment. His department has been 
expanded, rapidly. Under him 
have come federal regulation of 
radio and aviation, and his op- 
inions have had much influence 
in the administration on foreign 
debt 
problems, 
agricultural 


policies and flood relief. When 
tie took it over, the commerce 
department was 
obscure and 


new. 
Now it is perhaps the 


most powerful of the depart- 
ments. Hoover has inaugurated 
plans of cooperation with priv- 
ate agencies to expand foreign 
trade eliminate waste by stand- 
ardization and 
efficient meth- 


ods of production and distribu- 
tion and keep business stabilized 
by a complete service of in- 
formation. 


Hoover has taken a position 


of leadership in advocating wa- 
terway development, and since 
the Mississippi flood last year 
and his extensive relief work, he 
has done much in forwarding 
flood control. 


One of his most notable cam- 


paigns was for economy in rub- 
ber consumption. This was un- 
dertaken three years ago in re- 
sponse to the high prices caused 
by the British rubber monp- 
poly's restriction of export. 


The honors paid this native of 


West Branch, Iowa, are probably 
as numerous as those ever paid 
to any living man. He holds 
honorary degrees from 25 for- 
eign and American universities. 
He is a member of several en-

WHAT A LITTLE WIRE DOES 


An ordinary little telephone wire probably 


gets little recognition from the public, but it 
should be ranked well toward the top of mod- 
ern day achievements, because it plays such an' 
important part in our every day life. 


What would our civilization 'oc today, if it 


were not for the net work of wires that connect 
our homes, our towns and cities, and now even 
connect our continents? 


In the 
ofTice of The Daily Republican is 


maintained a printer-telegraph machine which 
operates over these small wires. While the op- 
eration of sending messages over a wire is won- 
derful, yet when one considers that this same 
wire serves other purposes at the same time, 
without any confusion, it only adds that much 
more to the wondcrfulness of the little uses of 
the wires. 


During the Republican convention Thurs- 


day, the two printer telegraph machines in this 
office were placed in use, both printing entirely 
different news items at the same time, and each 
machine using the same wire. 
That is re- 


markable to think that one wire could be used 
for sending different messages at the same time, 
but while that was being done, this same wire 
was also being used by the general public in 
talking over it between hore and the outside 
world, and the Western Union telegraph 
ma- 


chines were ticking away private messages, all 
at the same time. 


One little wire has a great responsibility. 


and few people realize that it can be used by so 
many at the same time, without any interfer- 
ence. 
Few people also realize what an expense 


it is to maintain such service, and newspapers 
are placed to a big expense in keeping news com- 
ing into their offices for eight hours a day. 


When the average person uses a telephone 


for long distance service, the three minute limit 
is generally followed. What would the ordinary 
person dp, if they had to pay for a toll that^ 
would require all day?
